for the reason that 'the 41,110 rural 
carriers employed are daily travel- 
ing more than one million milea of 
roada. and in the course of a year 
those carriers travel more than 300,- 
000,000 miles of roads. It is, there- 
fore, essential that the roads be 
maiataioed in good condition for 
travel in order to insure uninterrupt 
ed and expcditioua delivery and col- 
lection of nail on rural routes on an 
even and i|fp«ndable lehedule. In 
tbf maintenaaee of a lervicemany 
nJlliooa of dollars are ppent each 
year, and U>« PqftOfIi<»Oep|irtment 
expecta ita bflPtificiariea to see that 
tbo highwaja art mgintainad ia 
proper eonditioB. Somaflva ordz 
years ago the Department adopted 
the policy of inaiating (bat the roads 
on whidi rural delivery ia in opera- 
tion shall be kept in good repitir, e!a« 
to withdraw aervice therafrom; and 
also to eo^parata with th* State 
Highway CommiMioBa, Good Roads 
Aaaociationa. local highway officials 
and othera intareated in aeeoring the 
improvement of highways, and to 
encourage poatmaa t ara and. rural 
earrlantodo Hkawiaa.
